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Jail reveals drug activity

A recent early morning search 
of the Coffee County Jail result- 
ed in the: discovery of a drug 
smuggling operation within the 
jail facility. 

Dwight Holley, chief investi- 
gator with the district attorney's 
office, said officials with the 
DA’s office along with sheriff's 
department personnel and cor- 
rectional officers conducted an 
early morning search Friday, 
June 24, of certain jail cells 
within the facility. He said offi- 
cials received information from 
a confidential informant. that 
drugs were being brought in and 
sold in the Coffee County Jail. 

During the search, Holley 
said officials recovered differ- 
ent items including drugs, drug 
paraphernalia, tobacco prod- 
ucts, cellular telephones, ete. 

Holley said officials gained 
proof of the illegal drug activity 
by. having the confidential 
informant make drug buys.from 
the people within the jail: He 
said the informant was provided 
with marked money and most of 


ing the recent jail search. 

Holley said the investigation 
focused on five inmates includ- 
ing Andre Hogue, Christopher 
Reynolds, Marvin Townsend, 
Merlin Townsend and Tamario 
Edwards. The inmates now face 
additional criminal charges fol- 
lowing the jail search. 

Hogue. was charged with 
unlawful distribution of a con- 
trolled substance (marijuana) 
and possession of drug para- 
phernalia. 

Reynolds was charged with 
unlawful distribution of a con- 
trolled substance (marijuana), 
possession of contraband and 
possession of marijuana second 
degree. 

Marvin Townsend and Merlin 
Townsend. (brothers) were 
charged with unlawful distribu- 
tion of a controlled’ substance 
(cocaine). 

Edwards was charged’ with 
unlawful distribution of a con- 
trolled substance (marijuana). 

According to officials, all 
information. provided by the 
confidential informant proved 
true during the search of the

Moseley was the clerk for many years, and 
she sat down with Brooks after asking her 
to take over the clerk duties to share her 
knowledge of the church. 

“L can’t emphasis enough about Mrs. 
Pearl Moseley,” Brooks. said. “She was 
instrumental in keeping church records and 
talking to me about things that happened in 
the past. She taught me what I know about 
the church's history.” 

Brooks said the first church services at 
Woodland Grove were held on the west 
side of the church cemetery in an old 
school house, Later, she said the 
church members erected a church 
building across the road from the 
cemetery. Around 1901-02, anoth- 
er building was erected after the 
first was torn down. 

Between the years of 1955-56, 
Brooks said the current. church 
building was erected. She said 
that. building was built. for 
$4,120.56, 

“It Was just a one-room build- 
ing back then with wooden 
pews,” she said, 


It wasn't until 1962 that the church 
members began adding the Sunday School 
rooms to the church, Renovations to the 
inside of the church were completed by 
several church members, and Brooks said 
this is when the sanctuary was repainted, 
padded pews were added and a Baptistry 
was added. The renovations to the church 
were dedicated Dec, 7, 1997.

Grove Baptist Church included: Margaret 
Ellis, Elizabeth Green, Elizabeth Rodgers, 
lalian Johnson, Nancy Cooper, Sarah 
Adams, E.J.. Rodgers, another Rodgers, 
F.B, Johnson, James Dunkin, L.H.

Brooks said several generations of fam- 
ilies have grown up in Woodland Grove 
Baptist Church, and she hopes anyone 
with ties to the church will plan to attend 
the special’ 150th anniversary 
Homecoming service Sunday, Aug, 14th.

$15 million, Officials said the 
expansion will increase produc- 
tion from 850,000 head per 
week to more than 1.26 million, 
and will support Wayne Farms’ 
strategic business objectives by 
increasing overall poultry pro- 
duction. while enhancing the 
company’s value-added product 
capability, 

The local facility contributes 
approximately $96 million in 
econoinic impact to Alabama. 


Missing woman 
returns home 


An Elba woman reported 
missing Wednesday, June 29, 
retuned home safely last week- 
end according to officials with 
the Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department. 

Coffee County | Sheriff's 
deputy Dale Grimes said the 
parents of Shirley Jennifer 
Wells, age 23, of Coffee County 
Road 410, Elba, reported their 
daughter missing on Wednesday 
of last week. She had not been 
seen since Monday, June 27, at 
approximately 12 Noon when 
she seemingly left home for 
work, 

Deputy Grimes said the fami- 
ly became concerned when 
Wells’ employer called because 
she had not been at work, 

During the missing person 
investigation, Grimes said offi- 
cials found evidence indicating 
Wells had “booked a room in 
Tennessee.” However, he said 
officials were unable to confirm 
that Wells had been at the 
hotelModge. 

Grimes said the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department 
was contacted Sunday evening, 
July 3, letting officials know 
Wells has returned home. He 
said information indicates Wells 
had been under a lot of strain or 
pressure and felt she needed to

It is “almost” official at this writing. The Alabama legislature 
will be in special session before the month is over. The exact date 
will come from Governor Bob Riley but several legislators indi- 
cate the governor is looking at some time after the middle of the 
month for this special session.

Heart disease and stroke death rates 
decline while cancer rates increas slightly 


Heart disease, cancer and 
cerebrovascular disease (stroke) 
are the three leading causes of 
death in both the United States 
and Alabama, according to the 
Center for Health Statistics of 
the Alabama Department of 
Public Health. Over the past 25 
years, death rates from heart dis- 
ease and stroke have been 
declining after taking into 
account the age of the popula- 
tion, but the death rate from can- 
cer has increased slightly in 
Alabama. 

These three causes of death 
are prominent in people who 
have lived long lives; however, 
they can also cause deaths to 
younger people. According to 
Kathryn Chapman, © deputy 
director of the Statistical 
Analysis Division, “While heart 
disease is the leading cause of 
death overall in Alabama, for 
men and women in the age 
group 45-54, cancer has-been 
the number one killer since 
1982. In addition, since 1995, 
cancer has overtaken heart dis- 
ease as the leading cause of 
death for those aged 55 to 74.” 

The risk of death from heart 
disease, cancer and, stroke is 
greater for Alabamians of black 
or other races, particularly for 
men; The greatest difference has 
been for stroke with the death 
rate for blacks 30 to 50 percent 
higher than for whites for the 
past 25 years. Blacks also have a 
higher risk of death from stroke 
at younger ages. For cancer, the 
black ‘rate has exceeded the 
white rate by 15 to. 30 percent 
since 1979 and the black heart 
disease’ death rate has been 
approximately 15 percent higher 
than the white rate since 1985. 

Men and women die from 
heart diséase, cancer and stroke 
at different rates. Regardless of 


race, if you hold age. constant, . 


men have higher heart disease 
and cancer death rates than 


women. According to Dr. 
Chapman, a remarkable cancer 
death trend was noted for men. 
“Beginning at age 65, the risk 
of death from cancer rises much 
more steeply for both black and 
white men than it does for 
women. This trend was not 
found for heart disease and 
stroke. This increasing death 
risk from cancer as men age, 
along with the fact that cancer 
has overtaken heart disease as 
the leading cause of death for 
the group 55 to 74, emphasizes 
the need for increased cancer 
screenings and education” 
Differences between men and 
women were also noted for 
stroke death rates by race. For 
white Alabamians, men and 
women died from stroke at the 
same rate when adjusted for age. 
However, black and other: race 
males died from stroke at a rate 
23.8 percent higher. than black 


‘and other race females. Black 


and other race males also died 
from stroke at a rate 50.6 per- 
cent higher than white males, 

“We need to educate 
Alabamians about the risk fac- 
tors and warning signs for major 
cardiovascular disease and can- 
cer,” said. Dr. Donald 
Williamson, state health officer. 
“We can reduce disease risk by 
eating healthful foods, especial- 
ly those low in saturated fat and 
cholesterol; engaging in daily 
physical activity; controlling 
high blood pressure; limiting 
alcohol intake and avoiding use 
of tobacco products.”

Tips.on drying: herbs:

Drying Herbs 
Of all the methods of preserv- 


ing food, drying is the simplest. 
Dried food is preserved by the 
removal of water. It weighs less 
and takes up less storage space 
than fresh foods. Drying is fair- 
ly ease and relatively inexpen- 
sive, It requires little equipment. 

Once the drying process. is 
started, it should be. continued 
without interruption. Why? 
Because molds can grow on par- 
tially dried foods held.at room 
temperature. This can cause 
spoilage. 


How to Dry 

No pretreatment is necessary. 
Simply wash leaves, if needed, 
and scrub roots with a vegetable 
brush to remove dirt, Pat dry 
with paper towels. 

Herb Leaves: Includes basil, 
chervil, lemon verbena, marjo- 
ram, parsley, rosemary, sage, 
savory and thyme. 

Cut the leaves for drying just 
before blossoming time when 
the plant's stock of essential oils 
is at its highest. Cut them on a 
hot, dry day as soon as the dew 
is off the plants. The tip growth 
is best for drying so cut the 
stems about 6 inches below the 
flower buds. Leaves do not need 
washing unless they are dusty or 
have been thickly mulched. 

Tie the leaves in small bunch- 
es and hang them in the sun just 
until the water evaporates. Then 
move them out of the sun to a 
warm, dry, well-ventilated place 
away from any bright light. 
Hang the bunches with the 
leaves down so oils will flow 
from the stems into the leaves. 
To prevent dust accumulation, 
place a brown paper bag around 
the leaves. Cut holes in the bag 
for circulation. 

Thyme, parsley, lemon verbe- 
na, rosemary and chervil may 
also be dried by removing the 
leaves from their stems and 
spreading them in single layers 
On screen or net trays, 

Leaves are best when dried in 
3 or 4 days, If they are not 
entirely dry in 2 weeks, place

them in a 100 degree oven until 
thoroughly dry. When dry, 
remove the leaves from. the 
stems. 

Herb Seeds: Includes anise, car- 
away, coriander, cumin, dil] and 
fennel. . 

Harvest the herbs when the 
seed pods or heads have 
changed color but before they 
begin to shatter, Spread the pods 
in single layers on screen or net 
trays. When thoroughly dry, rub 
the pods between the palms of 
your hands to remove seeds. 

Another way to dry seeds is to 
hang the whole plant upside 
down inside a paper bag. The 
bag will catch the seeds as they 
dry and fall from the pods. 

Test herb leaves and seeds for 
dryness before storage. Place 
then in tightly sealed jars in a 
warm place for about | week. 
Check the jars regularly for 
moisture. If moisture appears on 
the inside of the glass or under 
the lid, remove contents for fur- 
ther drying, Otherwise, there is a 
chance of mold growth. 

Pasteurizing Herbs 

Before storing, all herbs dried 
in the sun or open air should be 
heated in an oven to destroy 
insects and insect eggs. Heat for 
10 minutes at 160 degrees. Cool 
herbs and package immediately. 


Storage 

Store dried foods in dark glass 
jars or in tins in a cool, dry, dark 
place. Heat affects quality, If 
dried food is kept cool, it keeps 
longer, Do not store in card- 
board or paper containers 
because they absorb oils and 
leave dried herbs tasteless, 

Leaves retain oils better is 
stored whole and crushed right 
before use. Seeds should also be 
stored whole and ground shortly 
before use.

Call, don’t click when requesting a 
Federally Mandated Credit Report 


The Institute of Consumer 
Financial Education suggests 
that you call the toll free num- 
ber, (877) 322-8228, rather than 
click for a free credit report 
from the 
AnnualCreditReport.com. 

A new report shows that con- 
sumers may be better off calling 
for their federally mandated free 
credit report instead of going 
online because some 96 known 
imposter domains exist. Some 
68 of the imposter domains 
belong to Experian, a credit 
bureau, and 68 other imposter 
sites belong to or are hosted at 
“pay per click” companies. 
Some 50 of the pay per click 
domains are live, and some are 
luring consumers to inappropri- 
ate and risky Web sites, such as 
Experian and other credit com- 
panies’ commercial sites to cash

Additional issues were found 
at the official 
AnnualCreditReport.com site.

“The damage was very mini- 
mal,” Elba Mayor James 
Grimes said. “We were yery 
fortunate to not haye more 
damage.”

The mayor did say city offi- 
cials chose to go ahead and turn 
off electricity Sunday after- 
noon around 1:30 p.m. after a 
tree fell on a line causing 
power outages.

Zion Chapel 
Schools recently. The roofs 
were damaged from last year's 
Hurricane Ivan and a hail storm 
earlier this year. Ingram said the 
work crew was on the next to 
last building in the re-roofing 
project as of Thursday of last 
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week, 

On a positive note, she said 
the shingles being placed on the 
roofs are 35-year shingles and 
hopefully would survive any 
bad weather Hurricane: Dennis 
might send to Coffee County. 

A renovation project at New 
Brockton High School also cur- 
rently is underway, and board 
members “hoped the storm 
would not. create problems: at 
that building. 

During the meeting, board 
members approved bids for gym 
floors at. Zion Chapel and 
Kinston Schools. 

Covington Floors received the 
bids at $72,234 to replace the 
gym floor at Zion Chapel and 
$18,880 to sand and refinish the 
gym floor at Kinston, The gym 
floor at Zion Chapel was severe 
ly damaged during the hail 
storm earlier this year 

Board members approved a 
request from the superintendent 
to allow the school system to 
apply for federal funding. This 
requests includes funds such as 
Title I, Title Il, Title IV, Carl 
Perkins, funds for extended day 
programs, etc. 

In the same request, board 
members also passed a resolu- 
tion supporting an application 
for funds for a New. Brockton 
Community Learning Center.
